TWO JUDGES AFTER HIM. 


Grosscup Takes the First Step 
and Locks Him Up. 


CHETLAIN HAS A GOOD CASE. 


No Building at the Place Scheduled 
by the Man. 


CHANCES GOOD FOR CONVICTION,

With the Federal and State courts on his 
trail Attorney Joseph A. Nealey—furnisher of 
straw bail on short notice—is in a bad box. 
Judge Grosscup sent him to jail yesterday for 
perjury in swearing he owned a six-story flat 
building at No. 5762 South Leavitt street, a 
spot occupied by railroad tracks, and he will 
have to give $10,000 bond before he obtains 
his liberty. Judge Chetlain, who held him to 
-the Criminal Court for conspiracy, is confi- 
dent he can send him to the penitentiary for 
from two to fourteen years, there being three 
distinct charges on which he can be con- 
victed. 

When Nealey swore to the ownership of the 
mythical South Leavitt street building he en- 
abled matrimonial swindler Cavelle to es- 
cape. Inspector Stuart was convinced he 
was committing perjury, twenty-four 
hours’ investigation showed re wasn’t a 
buildmg within blocks of the place 
where the attorney’s structure stood. 
When Inspector Stuart announced the result 
of his investigation yesterday morning a war- 
rant was issued for the arrest of the bonds- 
men on a charge of perjury. The other bonds- 
man, Attorney John F. Barrow, escaped a 
similar arrest by a mere chance. He was not 
asked to make a schedule at the time he went 
on the bond. The Commissioner considered 
that Nealey’s $35,000 property was amply 
sufficient, and as Barrow was only accepted in 
order to comply with the law requiring two 
bondsmen and with the understanding that it 
was only until morning he was not asked to 
qualify on his bond. 

Deputy Marshal Allen arrested Nealey in 
the afternoon. He was disposed to treat the 
matter in a light vein, and when Commission- 
er Pickard informed him that Judge Gross- 
cup and Commissioner Humphrey would sit 
on tbe trial and that he, Pickard, appeared 
only as a witness Nealey winced and his 
drooping mustache Jengthened somewhat. At 
2 o'clock Judge Grosscup and Commissioner 
Humphrey took their places behind the 
Judge's big desk in the court-room. 


No Continuance Allowed. 


Mr. Nealey asked for a continuaace, but 
Judge Grosscup informed him there was no 
Commis- 
sioner Pickard related the manner of giving 
the bond and the subsequent disappearance of 
the prisoner.

When the ten minutes were up Hall had not 
appeared. ‘The Judge then requested Nealey 
to cross-examine Capt. Stuart. Mr. Nealey 
proceeded to lay down the law to Capt. 
Stuart. 

Hold on there,“ said Judge Grosscup. 
* We don’t want any police court methods in 
this court.”’ 

Happily for Mr. Nealey's peace of mind, 
Attorney Hall came into court. He consulted 
a while with his client, and had Capt. Stuart’s 
evidence read to him, The attorney wanted 
to produce the records of the County Re- 
corder ou the ownership of the land at the 
place named in the schedule. 

Me do not caré about that, replied Judge 
Grosscup. Is there a six-story flat on the 
lot?“ 

“I do not know.“ 

Ask your client, He ought to know. What

Client Says Nothing. 

But the client said nothing that the attorney

There are circumstances under which this 
property was acquired by my client, he said 
to the court, that will require an investiga- 
tion as to that fact.

That will do,“ said the Judge. 

We rest our evidence,“ said Assistant Dis- 
trict-Attorney Rosenthal. 

“We have nothing to offer in defense, 
Said Mr. Hall. 

It is evident that this- man has practiced 
fraud on the officers of this court, said Judge 
Grosscup. Such cannot be permitted here. 
It is tne first time that I have found it com- 
mitted in this way since I have been upon the 
bench in this court. If there is no such im- 
provement upon the lot or anything td justify 
that the property was worth anything like the 

money represented it is for the defendant 
dio prove that fact. No man ought to make 
an affida vit of that kind unless he knows 
it is true. The fraud here is palpable 
_  &ng@ the defendant will be bound over to the 
Fraud jury in such bond as will require his 
presence. Being a case in which he has com- 
mitted a fraud against the bonds of this court 
de Commissioner and myself have deter- 
- Mined to place the bond at $10,000.” 

Then the defendant offered to make his bond 
at once, but when the court directed the Com- 
Missioner to see that it was a good bond the 

two men who were going on the bond has- 
tend to get out of the reach of a Judge who

Chetlain Has Three Charges. 
There are three charges against Nealey in 
_ the State courts for his offenses before Juage 
' Chetlain, He 1s now under $5,000 bonds to 

If he is 
not punished through that channel of the law 
Judge Chetlain will send him up for con- 
2 and there seems to be no possible 
* for Nealey to escape a term either in 
te County Jail or at Joliet. 

The charges preferred against Nealey by 
Judge Chetlain are conspiracy to practice 
_ fraud, subornation of perjury, and contempt 
of court. Of the two alleged tools of Nealey, 
John Moore, alias Frank J. Thompson, was 
dommitted to jail yesterday for contempt for 
_ the term of one year in default of payment 
t 500 fine. The other, G. Charles Bullen,

One of his straw bonds was found in Judge 
Tuley’s court yesterday ; it had been accepted 
a few days before. It was signed by 


the fictitious Thompson and Bullen. To 


a nuinber of lawyers Nealey, it is alleged, has 
stated that when they were in need of bonds 
for clients they would do well to call on 
him. ‘It is believed if Bullen can be 
caught he will reveal the conspiracy to 
save himself. Judge Chetlain said last night 
that he hoped to catch the chief of the plot, 
whp was the really guilty one. 

This man Nealey,” he said, is a smooth 
man. He brought a letter of introduction to 
me a few months ago, and Wednesday he 
came into court and presuming on the ac- 
quaintance came up to the bench and shook 
hands with me. The men, Moore and Bullen, 
were scheduling on the bond of a woman, 
May Adams, charged with larceny. Her bond 
was $1,200. Nealey said he had sent the 
men and flattered himself that it was a 
gilt-edged bond—such a one as be 
wished me to have in all cases. The clerk 
handed up the schedule and asked me to hold 
it.

„I noticed the clerk still staid around, and 
I thought then something was not right and 
asked him. Hesaid the schedule had been 
investigated, and it was found the men had 
no property. 1 immediately called 
them up and, to make sure of my ground, 
swore them myself and examined them. 
Great beads of perspiration began to stand out 
on the face of Bullen and Moore 
became greatly excited. Both were great- 
ly confused, and under examination neither 
would swear he owned the property sched- 
uled. The clerk then handed me the tran- 
scripts of records, showing that neither of 


them owned the property. | began 
0 make out the order com- 
mitting Moore for contempt, and while 


Moore broke down and cried. Bullen stepped 
back where Nealey stood, and a moment later 
I saw them going out the door. I called 
them to come back and sent a 
bailiff after them, but they got away. 
I committed Moore for one year 
in default of payment of $500 fine. I then 
issued bench warrants for the other two. 
Yesterday I heard that Nealey was at the jail, 


trying to see Moore. I had him 
arrested and brought into court 
on the charge of conspiracy to 


do an illegal act. I fixed his bail at $5,000. 
He asked me, asa friend, to let him go out 
to find bail. I told him it was 
a question of duty, not friendship, 
and refused. He got a man, however, to sign 
his bond, but to make sure of his punish- 
ment I issued another warrant for 
him for subornation of perjury. Then I 
thought I would remove all doubt 
in the matter as I thought he needed punish- 
ment, so I got out a rule on him to show 


cause why he should not be ~»pun- 
ished for contempt.. The contempt of 
the other two was committed in 


open court. The contempt of Nealey consists 
of conspiracy to deceive and impose on the 
court, and this carried out in open court. The 
contempt of the other men consists of con- 
spiracy and false impersonations, as the man 
Moore claimed to be Frank G. Thompson, 
false swearmg, and false schedules in open 
court to secure the release of a prisoner. 
Moore admitted in jail yesterday that he 
was paid $10 by Nealey to do what he did. 


WILL PROSECU TE CAVELLE FOR BIGAMY. 


There Are at Least Three Women Who 
Think They Are Married to Him. 
Howard K. Cavelle has three women to 
ig married, and if he is ever caught 
. will have to stand a trial for biga- 
my. is second wife, who nursed him 
through an eleven months’ illness, came to 
Chicago yesterday morning. She came into 
the court-room during the trial of Nealey. 
After showimg her certificate of marriage, 
dated Sept. 30, 1889, Mrs. Kimball second 
said: 

It is true I did marry him in the jail at 
Grand Rapids. I was living at Mount 
Clemens; my maiden nume was Almeda 
Peltier. I met H. C. Kimball there; we be- 
came engaged ; I shipped to him the furniture 
for our home and my clothing, and was to 
join him at Grand Rapids for the 
marriage. He soid my things and I 
had him put in jail. In commissera- 
tion for him, and still loving him, 
I married him in the jail. Wecame to Chi- 
cago and went to No. 3028 State street. He 
got a job cierking at the Waverly Hotel on 
Clark street. For a year he did well and was 


a good husband. We had a é quarrel 
once and he told me of his mar- 
riage to Mies Brown in Leamington, 


Ont. I wrote to her and she answered 
that she was not divorced from him, but 
would not interfere with us. She said that 
she had a son whom Harry was providing for 
and begged me to do nothing that would 


cause him to quit sending money 
for the child. In September, 1891, 
he deserted me while I was 


in the Michael Reese Hospital with a broken 
ankle. I found him living with Lizzie 
Georges, his present wife. Mrs. Kimball, 
that is, the Georges woman, came to me and 
said that Harry and she were married at 
Crown Point, Ind., the April preceding, while 
he and I were still together. a 

Capt. Porter of the secret service is well 
acquainted with Cavelle under his name of 
Kimball. In April of 1890 Kimball got him- 
self delegated by the secret service to hunt 
up some counterfeiters. When Kimball de- 
serted his wife, the one who appeared yester- 
day, she cee Capt. Porter and told him 
Kimball ha u in league with the gang all 
the time he was supposed to be hunting them. 

Lima, O., Feb. 15.—[Special.|—A man an- 
swering the description of Cavelle, the woman 
deceiver, who jumped his bail at Chicago, 
passed through here this afternoon on a 
north-bound Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton train, ticketed to Toronto, Can. He 
did not register at the Hotel French, where 
he took dinner, and corresponds exactly with 
the description of the missing man.

HE TAMES A FIGHTER 


JUDGE KOHLSAAT PASSES QUIOK 
SENTENCE ON JAMES ROAQH. 


The Latter, an ex-Employe 6f Roger Sul- 
livan, Katers the Probate Court und 
Makes a Vicious Attack on Deputy 
Sheriff Scharingburg=—He Is at Once 
Arraigned for Contempt and Sentenced 
to Thirty Days in JalleHe Makes a 
Desporate Bittle and Injures Two Men. 


James Roach, an ex-employé of the Pro- 
bate Court, made a vicious attack on Deputy 
Sheriff Hermann Scharingburg in the office 
vault adjoinmg the court-room yesterday 
afternoon. He tried to escape at once and 
got as far as the elevators before he was over- 
taken. With Charles Cullen, a friend, Roach 
made a desperate fight against the officers, 
but was finally overpowered and taken before 
Judge Kohisaat. After receiving a sentence 
of thirty days in the county jail for contempt 
of court Roach kicked another man in the 
stomach. He was landed in jail without fur- 
ther casualties. 

Scharingburg, his first victim, has been the 
deputy in charge of the Probate Court for 
many years and has been strict in keeping 
order in the court-room, as Judge Kohlsaat is 
particular in the conduct and routine of his 
court. 

About 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon Roach, 
accompanied by u man named Charles Cul- 
len, an ex- Deputy Sheriff from Springfield,en- 
tered the general office of the Probate Clerk. 
Roach had been drinking heavily, and talked 


writer under Roger Sullivan, he talked with 
several men in the office and then he went 
into the office main vault which adjoins the 
court-room and entered into a conversation 
with Vault Clerk McGovern which could be 
distinctly heard in the court-room. 

Axks for Less Nolse. 

Scharingburg went back from his seat near 
the bench to the vault and told Roach he must 
talk in a lower tone of voice. Roach replied 
in a boisterous manner that he would please 
himselt, and Sharingburg then told him he 
would eject him from the court-room if he 
was not quiet. Upon this Roach turned on 
the deputy and struck him a fearful blow in 
the face, makinga large gash with a large 
ring which he had on his hand. Roach then 
turned on his heel and left the room. Schar- 
ingburg, with blood streaming down his face, 
followed him, but when he reached the door 
of the court-room was obliged to stop from 
faintness. A number of clerks ran down the 
corridor, expressing indignation at the treat- 
ment of Scharingburg, but, Roach, followed 
by his friend Cullen, stepped into an elevator 
and was about to descend, when Chief Bailiff 
Cahill arrived on the scene. The latter was 
followed by other officers, whom the chief 
ordered to arrest Roach. The latter showed 
fightand a great struggle occurred, during 
which Roach, Cullen, and several of the bail- 
iffs were roughly handled. Cullen was nearly 
choked before it was discovered that he was 
not the man wanted. It took the combined 
efforts of over half a dozen bailiffs to force 
Roach into the court-room. There sat Judge 
Kohlisaat, his face gleaming with anger. 
Roach was taken before the bar of the court, 
his hat still on his head, and struggling like a 
maniac. Judge Kohlsaat, turning to Clerk 
Cooper, whosaid: 

Is this one of your clerks?”’ 

No, sir,“ replied the official. 

At this moment Scharingburg reéntered the 
court-room. His shirt and coat were covered 
with blood, and he was a sorry sight. After 
looking at his old officer, Judge Kohligaat in 
an angry tone said~ 

What is the meaning of this assault on a 
court officer and who did it?’ 

Witness Tells the Tale. 

Attorney John Everett Holland of the firm 
of Thornton & Chancellor here stepped for- 
ward and explained that he wasa witness to 
the whole occurrence. 

Let Mr. Holland be sworn,” said the 
court. The witness then testified to the state 
of facts already mentioned, and added that 
Roach called the officer an insulting name in 
regard to his nationality. Roach interrupted 
all the time Mr. Holland was testifying. 
Scharmgburg was then sworn, and testified to 
the same thing as Mr. Holland. He was 
obliged to keep a towel to his face all the 
time he epoke. 

After this Judge Kohlsaat, ignoring Roach, 
turned to Clerk Davenport and ordered him 
to prepare a mittimus committing to the 
County Jail. , 

“I find this man,“ remarked the court, 
** guilty of a most flagrant contempt of the 
court and an interrupter of the proper con- 
duct of its business. Let him be committed 
to the County Jail for thirty days.“ 

Roach in a loud manner protested against 
this. Chief Bailiff Cahill, however, ordered 
him to be handcuffed, as signs of fighting be- 
came imminent. After heaping foul names 
on Bailiff Kroll, who stood near, Roach kicked 
that officer in the stomach. Roach was im- 
mediately thrown down on the floor and held 
there for some time. When the papers were 
made vut Roach was taken to the North Side 
by Bailiffs Jackson and Healy. Up to the 
time he left the building he maintained his 
turbulent mood. Roach was an employé of 
Clerk Roger Sullivan for a number of years, 


STEAMER SEVEN WEEKS OVERDUE.

At Lloyds a premium of 
60 guineas was asked for her insurance. She 
has a crew of forty. 

Evigapetu City, N. C., Feb. 15.—The 
steamer New Berne, from New Berne to this 
port, is frozen up near Roanoke Island, and 
the passengers have been landed on that 
island, It is reported that all are safe. 
The party is principally composed of Balti- 
more men. The steamer was caught in se- 
vere storms and wrecked a short distance 
from the igland. The passengers took to the 
lifeboats and reached land, where they will 
remain until rescued.

| HEAVY SNOW FALLING IN DIXIE. 


Alabama, Georgia, and Texas in the Grip 
of an Arctic Visitor. 

Bramincuam, Ala., Feb. 15.—|Special.]— 
The heaviest snow im years is falling. It is 
already six inches deep and still falling. 
North bound trains on the Louisville and 
Nashville and Queen and Crescent roads from 
New Orleans are four and five hours late. 
The snow is deeper south of here than at this 
point. The thermometer is in the twenties 
and a cold east wind blowing. Suffering is 
intense. Many cattle have died from ex- 

Aruanta, Ga., Feb. 15.—The worst snow- 
storm in the memory of the present genera- 
tion is now prevailing throughout Georgia. 
In Atlanta there are five inches of fresh snow 
on four inches of the frozen remains of Sun- 
day night’s storm. The trolley car system is 
paralyzed. Rose Cogblan's matinée at the 
Grand Opera-House had to be postponed, and 
‘the night audience was frozen down to slim 
proportions, All the orange trees and early 
vegetables are killed. At Thomasville, the 
famous winter resort, there was a three-inch 
fall of snow last night, and sleighbells are 
ringing in the streets for the first time in the 
history of the city. At Augusta, a white child 
aged 6 months and one colored aged 9 
months, died last night from exposure. 

Down to the Florida line all fruit is killed 
and cattle are dying from the cold. In ex- 
treme South Georgia the snow is three inches 
deep. 

SavannaH, Ga., Feb. 15.—Two inches of 
snow fell here early. this morning. Business 
has deen practically suspended, the ple 
giving themselves up to the unusual pltasure 
of snowballing. The schools were closed 80 
the children might have an opportunity to en- 
joy the rare sport. 

Daus, Tex., Feb. 15.—Reports from 
Wednesday’s snow-storm from all over the 
State suni it up as without parallel in the his- 
tory of Texas. Two inches, the smailest and 
fourteen inches the greatest depth, fell in 
every county reported, from Texarkana to the 
mouth of the Rio Grande, and from New 
Mexico to Sabine Pass. se lines are, gen- 
erally speaking, 1,000 miles each in length. 

Jasrer, Fla., Feb. 15.—T wo inches of snow 
covered the ground this morning, and has not 
yet melted, 

CuatTanooca, Tenn., Feb, 15.—Tonight 
snow covers the ground to a depth of over 
three inches on the level and is still falling. 
Street cars are being runali night to keep 
the tracks clear. At Gadsden, Ala., three 
inches of snow has fallen today. 

New. Oxveans, La., Feb. 15.—Severe 
weather continues throughout Louisiana, 
Mississippi, and Texas. The three States 
named are almost entirely covered with snow 
from two to fifteen inches, an unprecedented 
condition. 

Mempnis, Tenn., Feb. 15.— Reports from 
all sections of the South indicate the snow- 
storm has been more extensive than ever be- 
fore known. There are six inches of snow at 
Canton, three at Jackson, three at Vicksburg, 
and in other points in Mississippi it is apout 
the same depth. At Winona, Miss, a man 
named Thompson was frozen to death within 
half a mile of a house where he had stopped 
to get warm. 

Esrano.a, N. M., Feb. 15.—The thermom- 
eter registered 14° below zero here this morn- 
ing, the coldest for several years. There are 
about five inches of snow here. 

Denver, Colo,, Feb. 15.— Thermometers 
registered 12° below zcro in Denver at mid- 
night Thursday and at 6 a. m. was 6° below. 


OROWD IN THE WAKE OF THE WOMEN. 


Unique Crusade Against Saloons Continued 
in Sioux City, Ia. 

Sioux Crry, Ia., Feb. 15.—[Special.|—The 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union this 
afternoon continued the crusade which cul- 
minated so dramatically in Manderscheid's 
saloon yesterday. A band of more than 100 
women left the Whitfield Methodist Church 
at 4 o’clock and visited eight saloons before 
they dispersed for the day. The method was 
the same as yesterday—singing hymns and 
notifying the saloonkeeperg personally to 
comply literally with the law by next Mon- 
day. 

An immense crowd followed the women as 
they proceeded from saloon to saloon, block- 
ing the streets and even stopping the electric 
cars. Hundreds of men thronged into the 
‘saloons and they were so crowded the cru- 
saders sometimes had difficulty in entering. 
But everywhere they were courteously re- 
ceived, except at one saloon, where the pro- 
pietor at their approach shut and locked the 
door. The women, nevertheless, sang a 
hymn in front of the barred saloon. 

The saloon men are indignant at the con- 
duct of Manderscheid yesterday and large 
numbers of them in printed’ interviews con- 
demn him. There is great public indignation 
at the failure of the police to preserve the 
peace, as Manderscheid could have been ar- 
tested on any one of the three or four charges. 
The liquor law has been rigidly enforced here 
in its essential features, but most of the sa- 
loons infringe it in having tables, chairs, 
cards, and more than one door, etc. Tech- 
nically the violation of any of these minor re- 
quirements exposes the saloons to the drastic 
penalties of the prohibitory law.

Going around to the Central Station, Alex- 
ander searched for a detective who should not 
be too well known to the pool-sellers. After 
some search Detective Magner was chosen— 
or rather suggested. Magner has only been 
around the city for ten years or so and was 
recently employed to swing the sledge and 
carry the plunder when a La Salle street 
gambling house was raided, It was there- 
fore believed he would be entirely unknown 
to the gambling fraternity and was altogether 
the man for the job. 

Some little time elapsed before the detect- 
ives started. It was in that time that word 
was carried from the Central Station to the 
pool-room people to tell them not only whom 
to expect but what to expect. The man who

he was met at the door by a genial gent 
with a dyed mustache, who said:

Detective Magner was apparently some- 
what astonished. He attempted, to deny his 
identity and buy a pool ticket, but the attempt 
wouldn't go, and the idea of a raid was 
relinquished.

:- Montaomery, Ala., Feb. 15.—[Special.}|— 
The House today passed the Sayre contest 
lave and the Senate amendments to the Sayre 
election law, all of the Populists excepting 
two voting for them. Mr. Manning, Mr. For- 
man, and other leading Populists cordially 
indorsed both measures aud congratulated 
the Demdcratic majority that it had taken a 
decided stepin the direction of fair elections.

The Killing of Emma 
Avebged by the Law. :

If all the indorse- 
ments were written out in the same manner the 
petition would be fifty-three miles long. It 
would be invidious to mention the names of 
signers, but they represent every grade of human 
life and the great procession is headed by the 
name of Neai Dow, the father of prohibitory law, 
who signed when over 90 years of age and who is 
bale and hearty. It is more than ten years since 
the petition was written; if I had to rewrite it 1 
should 17 include the enfranchisement of 
women among the requests it specifies, for I be- 
lieve that our Heaveniy Father will not snffer 
men alone to work out the great redemption of 
the race from the bewilderment of drink, the 
haliucination of opium, and the brutal delirium 
of impurity. Hand in hand we have traversed 
the Sahara of orance and esca from the 
city of destruction ; hand zin hand let us mounc 
the heights of knowledge, purity, and peace.

LION PASSES AWAY IN CHICAGO, 


Peacefal Farmer of Lacadi, Stirred Up by 
* the Speeches of Louis Joseph Papineau, 
Joins the Armed Revolt- After the De- 


feat He with Others Flees Into Uncie 
Sxm's Domain After Throwing Away 


His Gun—Richard Trevellick Dead= 
Other Obituary Matter. 


Sisté Lavoy died at the residence of his son, 


J. L. Lavoy, No. 81 Kendall street, of pneu- - 


mopia Thursday at 3:40 p. m. Mr. Lavoy 
was a French-Candian. He was born March 
28, 1808. ona farm in the little vill of 
Lacadi, His early years were passed here 
quietly enough. His father died when he was 
7 years old. When only a boy he began to 
work the farm. He did well and prospered. 
He married in the early 308 and his life 
seemed destined to pass as serenely as had 
his father’s and his grandfather's. : 

But when, in 1834, Louis Joseph Papineau 
drew up the list of the demands and griev- 
ances of his countrymen, known in Canadian 
history as the ninety-two resolutions, Sisté 
Lavoy became an enthusiastic adherent. 
Early in 1837 Papineau’s speeches in the 
parishes aroused the people to even greater 
fury than he desired and an armed revolt was 
determined upon. Farmer Lavoy’s house 
was one of the many secret meeting places, 
and when Papineau gave, in October 
of that year, his assent to the fiery 
“Appeal to the People“ which resulted 
in actual rebellion, Sisté Lavoy shouldered 
his gun. He and some thirty other insur- 
geats met at Rouse’s Point. Not more than 
half a dozen were armed with guns, the re- 
mainder having merely such rude weapons as 
they had been able to hastilyimprovise, They 
had scarcely met before a body of English 
soldiers appeared. The rebels intrenched 
themselves behind some strawstacks, but at 
the first volley from the soldiers they dis- 
persed and fled across the American front- 
ler. Not daring to enter the United States 
dearing arms Mr. Lavoy,as did the others, 
threw away his gun and for three days hid in 
the woods. Then he cautiously made his way 
back to Lacadi, reaching his farm at night. 
For days he lay concealed there. 

Papineau fied to the United States and then 
to France, and Felix Poutré, who was Sisté 
Lavoy’s special leader, was arrested and put 
in Jail in Montreal, whence he escaped later 
by feigning insanity. The British soldiers 
were soon afterward retired to the Town of 
St. George, on the Richelieu River, and it bo- 
cume known that it was the pelicy of the gov- 
ernment not to actively pursue the mere ad- 
herents of Papineau and Poutré. 

For nearly twenty-one years Mr. Lavoy 
continued on his farm. In 1857 his eldest 
son came to Lilinois and settled in the Kan- 
kakee valley. He urged his father to join 
him and in 1858 he sold his farm and came 
on with his family. That year heavy floods 
destroyed the crops and the following year 
the chinch bug appeared for the first time in 
Illinois and again the crops were lost. When 
the war broke out the father and eldest son 
remained on the farm and J. L. Lavoy went 
to the front. After the close of the war the 
family moved to Cnicago and Mr. Lavoy en- 
gaged in the teaming business. Later he 
went into the country on the farm of his 
eldest son, but twelve years ago came to live 
with his son J. L. Lavoy. During this time 
he was not actively engaged in any business, 
passing the evening of his life, according to 
old-fashioned French ways, with his children 
and grandchildren, resting. 

The funeral will be held this morning at 9 
o'clock. The remains will be taken to the 
Church of Notre Dame and will be interred 
in Calvary Cemetery. 


CAPT. RICHARD TREVELLICK DEAD. 


The Politician and Labor Organizer Passes 
Away at DetroiteMortuary Matters. 

Derxoit, Mich., Feb. 15.—Capt. Richard 
Trevellick, the well-known labor advocate 
and politician, died at his home in this city to- 
day of paralysis, aged 65, years. Capt. Trev- 
ellick assisted in the formation of several 
labor organizations of a rational character 
and was one of the founders of the Green- 
back party, presiding over the national con- 
vention of that body in 1880.

ENGLAND’S INTEREST IN ARMENIANS. 


Attention of the Porte Called to Affairs 
There=Time Wasted in Parliament. 

Lonpon, Feb. 15.— During the session of the 
House of Commons this afternoon a member 
asked whether the government was aware the 
Moslems in the Pashalic of Marash were ter- 
rorizing the Armenians of that district. Sir 
Edward Grey said the government had re- 
ceived reports of the existence of anti- 
Christian feelingamong the Musselman popu- 
lation of Marash. The attention of tne Porte 
had been called by Sir Philip Currie. her 
Majesty’s Ambassador to Constantinople, to 
the condition of affairs there and other parts 
of Aleppo. The Porte had promised Sir 
Philip to have an inquiry made into the con- 
dition of affairs. 

On the resumption of the debate on the ad- 
dress in reply to the Queen’s speech opening 
the session Joseph Chamberlain offered an 
amendment declaring it was contrary to the 
public interest for the time of Parliament to 
be occupied in the discussion of measures 
which, according to the Minister’s own state- 
ments, had no prospect of passing into law, 
while proposals involving grave constitutional 
changes had been announced on which the 
judgment of Parliament should be taken 
without delay. 

In speaking to hig amendment Mr. Cham- 
berlain said the Unionists in the House de- 
sired toimpugn the latest electoral device, 
consigting of wasting the time of the House in 
the discussion of measures which were not 
expected to pass, but had been introduced in 
order to confuse the issues now before the 
people and destroy the inevitable condemna- 
tion which awaited the primary policy of the 
government. The refusal of the government 
to disclose the terms of its proposed resolu- 
tion against the House of Lords was dis- 
respectful to the House. The government 
was tottering, and could no longer represent 
the interests of Great Britain in the councils 
of Europe. Neither could it enact measures 
for the enforcement of its domestic policy. 

Herbert Asquith said it would not be the 
government’s fault, but the fault of the House 
of Lords, if the measure did not become law. 
Henry Labouchere said the members of his 
party were dissatisfied because a leader, Lord 
Rosebery, who was a member of the House of 
Lords, had been planked upon them. He 
blamed Lord Rosebery for pandering to the 

“Jingo” party. There had undoubtedly been 
a change of the attitude of Liberal official- 
dom since the retirement of Mr. Gladstone, 
both in regard to home rule and the position 
of the House of Lords. The change was due 
to the influence of Lord Rosebery. Mr. La- 
bouchere warned the government that the 
country had not changed its view of the ques- 
tion, but demanded the abolition of the House 
of Lords. He urged the government not to

RIVERS IN SPAIN THREATEN DISASTER. 


Many Tewes Now Submerged and Much 
Greater Damice Likelr. 

Maprip, Feb. 15.—The River Segura, 
which flows through the Provinces of Murcia 
and Alicante into the Mediterranean, has 
overflowed its banks and considerable dam- 
age has been done at many places. A portion 
of the City of Orihela, in Alicante, is inun- 
dated and the railway from there to the City 
of Alicante, the capital of the province, is 
submerged. There is also a serious flood in 
the Guadalquivir River and Triaui, a suburb 
of Seville, is under water. The River Tagus 
is also rising and the Town of Aranjuez, thir- 
ty miles southeast of Madrid, where there was 
a royal palace, is threatened with inundation. 
The royal residence itself is in danger of be- 
ing reached by the water. ) 

Lonpon, Feb. 15.—A dispatch to the Stand- 
ard from Berlin says one hundred fishermen 
with an ice breaker are trying to extricate the 
steamer Neva, which is icebounff in a danger- 
ous position near Lubeck. pack ice is 
seven feet high in the Baltic off Memel and 
Pillau, and the Vistula River, from Neufahr- 
wasser to Dantzic, is navigable only with the 
help of ice breakers. Colbergermunde Har- 
bor is blocked with ice. Forty-five large 
steamers and many sailing vessels are crowded 
in Elsinore Harbor. An ice breaker conveys 
the mails between Denmark and Sweden. 
The Danube is frozen fora length of sixty 
English miles. The ice will soon extend to 
Vienna.

EX-QUEEN ISO TRIAL 


LILIVOKALANI DOMINIS OF HAWAII 
CHARGED WITH TREASON. 


Most Damaging Evidence Against Her Is 
in Her Personal Diary: Records One 
Instance of Receiving a Present from 
President Cleveland, but Does Not Say 
What It WaseShe Refuses to Piead 

and Denies the Right of * Court to 
Try Her—Other Trials. ö 
Saw Francisco, Cal., Feb, 15.— The steamer 

Mariposa arrived from Sydney and Auckland 

via Apia and Honolulu this morning bringing 

the following Hawaiian advices as of Hono- 
lulu Feb. 8: Liliuckalani Dominis, ex-Queen 
of Hawaii, was arraigned Feb. 5 on a charge 


of misprision of treason. The originai charge 


was treason, She is represented by Paul 
Neumann. The first day was frittered away 
by the argument of counsel, who objected to 
the court at every turn. His objections were 
overruled in every instance. After the charge 
was read the matter went over fora day. The 
case was called again day before yesterday. 
The deposed monarch refused to plead, so a 
plea of not guilty was entered. The work of 
examining the witnesses was gone on with, 
and enough evidence was given to prove to an 
impartial observer that she was aware the re- 
bellion was to be started. The most dam- 
aging evidence that will be brought against 
her is her personal diary, which was found in 
her residence after her arrest. Whether this 
is introduced and made public at her trial de- 
pends upon the course pursued by her counsel 
in defending her case. The ex-Queen re- 
corded her thoughts, desires, and impressions 
freely in her diary. Among the entries made 
during last summer was one stating: 

„. O. Carter called today and delivered 
President Cleveland's present to me.“ What 
the present was is not etated. 

Up to the time of the return of the special 
commission which went to Washington to in- 
terview President Cleveland the ex-Queen 
records herself as favoringa waiting policy, 
confident that the American administration 
would interfere in her behalf. Aftes Mr. 
Cleveland’s answer to the commission she be- 
came more aggressive and began to listen 
with growing favor to those urging an up?is- 
ing on the part of the natives. Rudolph 
Spreckels called to see her often, and is repre- 
sented as advising her to fight it out. Shedid 
not agree with him until during his last stay 
in Honolulu. He indicated that she could get 
plenty of money in San Francisco to buy 
arms and carry out a successful rebellion. He 
is also represented as the willing agent of the 
ex-Queen. 

She Signs Comunissions. 

The last entry of the diary was made Dec. 
28. 1894, and closed with: Signed eleven 
commissions today. These were commis- 
sions for officers of the new government re- 
ferred to in the testimony of her private sec- 
retary. The documents have been coocealed 
or destroyed, and her attorney has endeavored 
to prove that they never existed. 

The government, just prior to the sailing of 
the Mariposa, decided to banish Carl Wide- 
mann, convicted of treason. Heisa son of 
Judge Widemann, one of the ex-Queen's Com- 
missioners to Washington.

conspiracy. It is understood a number 
of prisoners, who have business interests, will 
be liberated after the departure of the Mari- 
posa. A well-defined rumor says that Admira/

the United Statesover Pearl Harbor. It isin- 
dicated that the United States Government 
will take possession of the harbor under 
guaranteed treaty rights and virtually de- 
clarea protectorate over the islands. Ad- 
miral Beardslee is said to be vested with the 
authority necessary-to carry out the program. 
C. C. Moreno, who takes a lively interest in 
Hawaiian affairs, recently wrote to Robert 
Wilcox, one of the condemned rebel leaders, 
saying that he had been assured by Senator 
Hawley and other prominent men that Presi-

While the trial of the ex-Queen was in prog- 
ress yesterday she was placed on stand 
in her own behalf. The direct examination 
was confined to an alleged conversation be- 
tween her and Charles Clark, who testified 
that he informed her of the proposed rebel- 
lion. She denied that any such conversation 
took place. After her examination was con- 
cluded a statement written by her was filed, 
It commences with the history since the time 
she was deposed, and goes on to say: 


The movement undertaken by the Hawaiians 
last mohth was absolutely commenced without 
my knowledge, sanction, consent, or assistance, 
directly or indirectly, and this fact is in truth 
well known to those who took part in it. I ro- 
céived no information from any one in regard to 
arms which were to be procured, nor of any men 
who were induced to join in any such uprising. I 
do not know why this information should be 
withheld from me, unless it was with a view to 
my personal safety or as a precautionary moeas- 
ure. It would not have received my sancti 
and I assure the gentlemen of this commission 
that had I known of any such intention I would 
have dissuaded the omoters from such a 
ventures But I will add that had I known their 
secrets would have been mine and inviolately 


preserved.

WILL ACT AGAINST STUDENTS’ CRIBBING 


President Rogers Warmly Approves the 
Ideas Suggested.

It will be remembered that some time ago 
the studerts of the Northwestern University 
undertook a crusade against cribbing, and 
submitted to the faculty through their com- 
mittee a proposal to organize a student court 
to try those who were caught cribbing. 
The matter has been before the fac- 
ulty ever since, and yesterday Presi- 
dent Rogers announced their decision 
to the students. He said that the delay in de- 
ciding concerning the proposal had not been 
because the facuity did not deem it important, 
but that because of its great importance they 
wanted to give it due deliberation. He said that 
among colleges there are two methods of gov- 
ernment; the first, which is followed by the 
great majority, rigorously exciudes the stu- 
dents from any share in the government. A 
few colleges lately have begun to try the ex- 
periment, for it is hardly more than au ex- 
periment, of ha vi the students codperate 
with the faculty. When a joint Committee 
on Ethics was appointed consisting of Leber ig 
sors and students, some of them seemed 
have the idea that the matter had been given 
over into the hands of the students, which 
was not the case. They were only to make 
suggestions. Their proposal regarding crib- 
bing, he said, would be accepted, although 
not exactly along the lines which they had 
suggested, and the details would be submit. 
ted to their committee, who would bring it 
before the student body. This action of the 
students, in the opinion of President Rogers, 
is the most creditable which has been done 
by the student body of the university since 
he has been at its head.

My father, being in the commission busi. 
ness on South Water street, received three 
years ago last December a shipment of lettuce 
from New Orleans. One of the barrels was 
opened for the sake of examining the stock, 
and in one of the heads was found a small 
tree toad. Father wrapped up the head of 
lettuce and brought it home and we put the 
toad in a glass jar, in which there is about an 
inch of sand and some water. The only 
trouble which we had with him at that time 
was that he would not eat, and we kept him 
from that time until late in the spring before 
we could coax him to eat anythmg. By that 
time he was quite tame and would eat small 
worms and flies. It is now nearly two 
months over three years that we have had 
him. and during all that time we have not 
heard him make the slightest noise. 
We have since got three more toads, 
one small one and two which 
are full grown. The last two mentioned do 
make a noise and sometimes wake us in the 
night with their whistling. The first toad, 
which we call Yacob,”” managed to make 
his escape one duy soon after we got him.

TATTERSALL’S TO BE TRANSFORMED 
FOR RINGLINGS’ OPENING, 


Tho Great Horse Mart to Become the 
Home of a Western Show=—Pilans for 
the Alteration of the Interior of the 
HouseEllison Is in the Lead in the 
Amateur Toursament — Combinations 
Possible. Winners of the Races at San 
Francisco, Little Rock, and Madison. 


Negotiations, which have been pending for 
several months, for the lease of the Tatter- 
gall Building by Ringling Bros., the cir- 
cus managers, have been completed, and the 
show will open ita season there April 6. The 
Chicago engagement is for three weeks only, 
but it is understood the circus managers have 
an option on the building and will proably 
make their Chicago opening at Tattersall’s an 
annual event. 

The Tattersall Building is thé largest 
structure of the kind in the United States, 
with the exception of Madison Square Gar- 
den. The auditorium offers great opportuni- 
ties, not only for giving circus performances, 
but also for accommodating large numbers of 
people. The area afforded by the tanbark 
track was demonstrated by the military tour- 
nament during the World’s Fair and also 
during the more recent live stock show. The 
interior will, however, be entirely remodeled 
and refitted to meet the requirements of the 
circus and hippodrome. The plans, which 
have been prepared by a Chicago architect, 
contemplate three rings, two stages, and a 
hippodrome track extending the length of the 
building, and inclosing the arenas.

This feature will, it is announced, 
be an important part of the exhibition. 

The plans for reseating the building sre 
comprehensive. Comforcable chairs will be 
used, and séveral tiers of loges have been 
provided. The decoration of the interior of 
the building generally promises to be un- 
usually attractive. The glass roof of the Tat- 
tersall ‘Building admirably fits it for day per- 
formanceés, 

The menagerie is to be inclosed within a 
gpacious promenade, constructed under the 
peat platforms, The space at the disposal of 
the architect for this purpose is so consider- 
able that it will not be necessary to provide 

cages, and the huge animal dens 
used by show “on the road” can be util. 
ized and displayed there with their contents. 
Adjoining the menagerie will be a large apart- 
ment to be known as the horse fair,“ where 
the 400 horses owned by the show will be ex.

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TO DISCREDIT BLIXT. 


HIS PESTIMONY WEAKENED BY sUR- 
PRISING NEW TESTIMONY. 


M. D. Wilson Shows the Probable Pres- 
ence of the Third Man” the Night of 
the Murder of Miss Ging and Proves a 
Strong Witness for the Defense at Min- 
neapolis=Station Agent at Springfield 
Kills Himself Because His Accounts 
Are ShorteNorthwest News. 


Miyweaporis, Minn,, Feb, 15.—There was 
a striking episode at the afternoon session of 
the Hayward trial today. It was when M. D. 
Wilson was called to testify for the defense. 
For a time apparently both sides were thrown 
into consternation. As a cat plays with a 
more than usually velvety mouse, Mr. Erwin 
played with this witness in anticipation of what 
was coming. In well. rounded sentences he 
proceeded with the little preliminaries and then 
as the witness swore he was well acquainted 
with the Goosman rig, Mr. Erwio looked 
mildly at the jury.

Charlies Bartison, attorney-at-law, stated 
that Harry Hayward came to the house situ- 
ated at Tweltth and Chestnut avenues at 
five minutes before 8 o’clogk. He had asked 
his daughter Mabel to go to the theater and 
she was ready to go in about four minutes, 
They went away and returned at 10:46 
o’clock. He had been interviewed by Harry 
as to the proper way to have assignments of 
insurance made out, and had given advice, 
His daughter was at Detroit, Mich., at the 
present time. 

Edward Angell, attorney, had ben con- 
suited in regard to life insurance and had 
prepared papers for Harry to have signed 
when the boa | was made and the loan per- 
fected. This was proved to show that Harry 
was open in his transactions. 

It transpired during the evidence that Har- 
ry’s confidence with his attorney could not be 
made public or used against him, as the rules 
of the court would not permit it, consequent- 
ly all talks with attorneys were secret. They 
could only be brought out by himself when 
asked for in defense. 

Harry Adams testified that he saw the bloody 
rig two days after the tragedy and thought 
there was the mark of a bloody hand upon 
one of the buggy bars holding up the top. 
He was not cross-examined. 

Then came the testimony of M. D. Wilson, 
which had created such a consternation. Mr. 
Wilson stated that both attorneys for both the 
State and defense had called on him, but he 
had refused to tell what he knew. Therefore, 
when he went on the stand neither side 
knew to what he would testify. He had 
known Miss Ging for years asa customer 
when he hada livery barn down-town, and 
was sure it was her he saw in Mr. Goosman’s 
rig the night of the murder. He did not 
know it was Harry Hayward with her at the 
time, for he had never seen him, but he recog- 
nized him as the man two days later when he 
saw him at the police station. His testimony 
was the event of the day and will perhaps 
give both sides much work in hunting up evi- 
dence and in summing up before the jury. 
Court adjourned an hour before the time, as 
Mr. Erwin had run out of witnesses. 

The defense in the morning resumed its 
efforts to impeach the testimony of Blixt, the 
particular line of attack bemg against the 
story Blixt told on the stand of having gone 
to see some acquaintance in South Minneapo- 
lis immediately after the commission of the 
crime. The evidence of Ole Thorsea, his 
wife, and Mary Larson established at least 
a doubt that Blixt visited the house on Twelfth 
avenue South which he claimed to have visitea 
that night.

FIGHT BETWEEN FAST MAIL TRAINS. 
Northern Pacific Holds the Service to th 
Coast Despite the Burlington. 

Sr. Pat, Minn., Feb. 15.—[Special. The 
prompt maneuvers and determination of 
Northern Pacific officials have saved to St. 
Paul the government mail train between ‘the 
North Pacific coast and Puget Sound 
points and Chicago. Few people are aware of 
the bitter struggle which the Northern Pacific 
and Burlington systems have been carrying 
on recently to gain the superiority in east- 
bound time, the latter to secure the mail con- 
tract and the former to retain it.

MUST HAVE MOREAIR. 


JUDGES IN THE OOUNTY BUILDING 
MAKE A DEMAND. 


Unless Better Ventilation Is Provided in 
the Building the Men on the Bench 
Will Refuse ta Hold Court in the Build- 
ing=Even Now They Will Remain There 
Only for the Time Absolutely Necessary 
Each Day—Petition Asking Relief Re- 
cites a Bad State of Affairs. 

The Judges of the courts of record have ad- 
dressed the following petition to the Board of 
County Commissioners. All the Juiges with 
the exception of Adams, Burke, and Goggin 
have signed the petition, Their signatures 
will be obtained this morning and the petition 
will be submitted today: 

To the Board of County Commission The 
undersigned, Judges of the courts record, 

resent this, their petition, that your honorable 

rd will, at the earliest practicable moment, 
cause measures to be taken for the proper ventil- 
ation of the court-rooms in the County Building 
and for the improvement of the sanitary condi- 
tion thereof. The system or plan of ventilation 
originally designed has not been put in opera- 
tion for several years last past, ahd on account 
of the many changes and alteratidns made in the 
building the original plan of ventilation cannot 
now be used, 

In the Court-House, when first built, the halls 
(upon all the floors) running through the build- 
ing in the shape of a Greek cross, terminated at 
the outer walls at large windows. This gave 
some chance of obtaining fresh air in the halls, 
but these ends of e halls, except one, 
upon all the three floors above the 
basement have been cut off and made into rooms. 

One stairway running from the upper floor to 
the basement has been removed and two out of 
five entrances from the ground or basement floor 
have been closed up and another one ordered 
closed. Every fiue from the court rooms and 
from all che many water closets lead up into an 
attic or loft, and in falling weather the mixed 
contents of the attic are forced down the flues 
into the 1 rooms to be breathed by those oc- 
cup the same. 

eas 1894, the City Health Department in- 
voatigu tod the sanitary condition of the Court 


House, condemned the same, and reported that 
In tha 


the ventilation was also defective, t ro- 


port it is stated among other things: | 

That there not being sufficient provision for its 
exit to the outer air, this foul air finding its way 
from the different rooms circulates in the attic 


and is forced down and back through the same 


the rooms below. That the 
plumbing fixtures throughout the building are 
of a pattern condemned by the city years ago, 
and are without exception defective and unfit for 
use. Thatthe entire drainage system was put 
under test, found leaki and isin very poor 
condition. The sewer air from the leaking drains 
finds its way up the elevator shafts, assisted by 
their motion. and is distributed impartially to 
every one doing business in the bnilding. 
Changes have been made in the plumbing from 
time to time, pipes cut off, the ends —— 
with corks or putty, and in some cases have been 
simply flattenedtogether, thus allowing the es- 
cape of sewer gas into the rooms adjoining. 

The official making the report continues: 1 
can only characterize the plumbing and drainage 
of the building as unfit for use and dangerous to 
health. It should be torn out root and branch at 
once if the authorities have any regard for the 
health of those whose duty or business compel 
them * the building.“ and he concludes 
by say ing: “The Department of Health would 
not permit such a condition to exist in the case 
of a building owned by a private individual.” 

We would also call your attention to the chem- 
ical and bacteriological examination of the air 
of the county 1 made at the same time, 
wherein it is stated, among other things, that 
“the number of bacteria has n determined in 
an average cubic meter of air (this is abouta 
cubic yard in amount). Number of bacteria:

Notwithstanding these reports were laid before 
the last County ard absolutely noth was 
done. Within seven years past five of our 
Judges—Rogers, Gardner, Williamson, Sugg. and 
Kottelle—have died of diseases directly caused 
or fatally terminated by the foul condition of the 
building in which they were forced to perform 
their judicial labors. Weare advised that there 
is not a Judge upon the bench whois not more or 
less seriously affected by the bad sanitary condi- 
tion of the court- rooms. while several of them 
are now sick and unable to hold court for days 
atatime. The people when they elected us did 
not expect the sacrifice of our lives orof our 
—- in the performance of our judicial func- 

ons. 

A number of us feel that unless relief is afford- 
ed at once we shall be compelled to refuse to 
hold court in the building, while others express 
the determination that they will only hold court 
for such length of time each only as they can do 
so without detriment to their health.

RECEIVERSHIP IS NOW IN OHARGE. 


Whisky Trust Business Transferred Here 
on a Creditors’ Vetition.

SWALM IS ARRESTED. 


HE IS OHARGED WITH OBTAINING 
MONEY ON FALSE PRETENSES. 


John Coraelius Swalm or Cornelius Hamil- 
ton Swalm Is His Name and Me Is Said 
to Be an Architeet- The Compli:inant 
Ie William Lingenfelter, Who Says the 
Defendant Borrowed $25 from Him on 
a Wrong Story- History of the Man's 
Career. 

John Cornelius Swalm, alias Cornelius 
Hamilton Swalm, was arrested at 12 o'clock 
Thursday night by Capt. Hansberry of the 
Town of Cicero police on a charge of obtain- 
ing money by false pretenses. The com- 
plainant is William Lingenfelter, a plumber 
and dealer inf heating apparatus in Austin, 
who says he lent Swalm $25 on .representa- 
tions that were not founded on fact. His 
story is that Swalm, who says he is an archi- 
tect and engineer and has an office at No. 186 
California avenue, showed him a plan fer a 
residence he had contracted to build for a Dr. 
Bennett and then asked for the loan of $25, 
intimating ‘that for the accommodation he 
would give Lingenfelter the contract for sup- 
plying the heating and plumbing plants in the 
buildmg. Swalm got the money. Lingen- 
felter says he has learned since that Swalm 
had no contract to build a house for Dr. Ben- 
nett and that he was the victim of a fraud. 

Swalm has a prior record which was 
printed in Tue Trisune — 18, 1893, in 
which charges of swindling by the same 
method are made. Mr. Lingenfelter had had 
no suspicion Swalm was not all right until 
after he had lent him the money he received 
a letter which was a request for further assist- 
ance, Then he went to Swalm’s office to in- 
quire about the contract for Dr. Bennett's 
building. Swalm said the plans were in the 
hands of another contractor, and showed 
Lingenfelter drawings for an Old Ladies’ 
Home at Bannersvilie, Wis., the work on 
which he promised to give the plumber. Lin- 
genfelter was now satisfied he was being 
swindled. He induced Swaim to visit his 
office, and there compelled him to give up 
what money he had, $9, and to leave his 
watch and overcoatas security for the pay- 
ment of the remainder of the $25. The war- 
rant for Swalm's arrest had been issued pre- 
viously, and it was served as related. 


Other Cases Expected. 


Capt. Hansberry is confident he will get a 
number of other cases against Swalm. He 
has in his possession a letter the architect 
wrote toJ. W. Mills of the United States 
Heater company, asking for the loan of at 
least $75, and as much more as Mr, Mills 
could spare, to meet a note, promising to 
give the concern all his work. r. Mille was 
| wary and did not part with his money. 

Some weeks before Swalm was given at- 
tention in Tue Trisung in 1893 he obtained 
in the neighborhood of $200 from G. B. 
Thompson of the National Hot Water Heater 
company, which money, it is said, has never 
been repaid. Swalm made Mr, Thompson’s 
acquaintance through asking him to inspect, 
as an expert, the heating upparatus in a 
building for which Swalm said be had the 
contract. Immediately after this Swalm sent 
his typewriter to Mr. Thompson with a re- 
quest for a loan of $7 hich was to be re- 
turned the next day. money was lent, 
but not returned, and subsequently Swalm in- 

Mr. Thompson to discount notes 
signed by a contractor named Woodley. 
None of these obligations was ever paid. 


Swalm’s Career Recalled, 


In February, 1893, Swalm had an office in 
the Nixon Building, No. 169 La Salle street. 
Feb. 8 of that year he went away, ostensibly 
to bid for contract on a school building in 
Menominee. His wife said the real object of 
his journey wag to join a — woman who 
had been employed by him as a typewriter 
and whose bome was in Menominee. As soon 
as he had left town his office was thronged 
with creditors, most of them contractors, who 
had lent him money on representations simi- 
lar to those made to Lingenfelter. A mort- 
gage of $250 on Swalm’s office furuni- 
ture was foreclosed at this time. Swalm 
left behind him a wife and several 
children. Before his departure he was 
an active member of Oakland 
Methodist church, taking part in prayer- 
meetings and other religious exercises. He 
wasa member of several Scottish societies 
and took pride in wearing the kilt and tartan. 
A portrait of him in this costume was printed 
ir Tue Trisuns at the time of his journey to 
Menominee. Before going he tried to pass a 
check for $36 on I. W. Biodgett, a dr ist 
at Cottage Grove and Bowen avenues. 
check was drawn on the Giobe National Bank 
in favor of Cornelius Swalm & Co. and signed 
by F. O. Anderson, who was the company of 
the firm. Mr. Blodgett did not cash the 
check and learned there were no fufds in the 
bank named to the credit of Swalm & Co. ot 
F. O. Anderson,

Tun men summored to serve as jurors in 
ae Sees: Court of late have been gen- 


good jurors in several cases on hearing now. 
This shows that the County Commissioners 
are not obeying the law which requires that 
names shall be taken from the poll lists, but 
they have been putting on the jury lists 
the names of all the unemployed men—good, 
bad, and indifferent—who have applied to 
them for jobs. This is the winter season. 
There are a great many men who have noth- 
ing todo. Each of them thinks it will bea 
great help if he can get work on a jury at $2 
a day. So he applies to some Commissioner, 
who, always ready to oblige a voter, takes 
and hands in his name. It is quite possible 
that what Commissioners do other people 
around the County Building do also for the 
purpose of helping their friends. It was the 
impression ot some of the Judges when they 
saw the remarkable specimens brought be- 
fore them by the bailiffs that some one was 
trying to stuff the juries. That was an error. 
The County Commissioners were merely try- 
ing to find work for their constituents. 
Among the reforms which ought to be car- 
ried out by the Commissioners one of the 
most important is the improvement of the 
jury service. All that is needed is for them 
to obey the law relative to drawing juries.

Ir is proposed that the city shail coliect a 
yearly license fee of $2 from every user of a 
bicyele. This is defcnded on the ground that 
bicyclists use the streets and do their little 
part towards wearing out pavements, and 
therefore ought to be willing to pay a small 
sum. If the author of this proposition is sat- 
isfied of the soundness of his reasoning he 
ought to goa little further. The owner of a 
private carriage and of one or more horses 
does far more to wear out pavements and 
uses up much more space in the streets than 
the bicycle rider. Therefore be ought to pay 


Ja license fee and a much heavier one. At 


present he does not pay a cent. Neither does 
the owner of a saddle horse, though he uses 
and helps wear out the streets. It is true that 
the owners of some carts, wagons, and car- 
riages do have to take out license, but they 
use them for purposes of gain. If there is a 
man whose business it is to rent out bicycles 
he might be required, with justice, under the 
present system, to take out a license, but not 
so the man who uses his own bicycle. Doubt- 
less the whee] men will not object to the license 
fee so much when they see the author of the 
proposition amending it so that he and others 
who own horses and carriages will have to 
pay a license tax on their private means of 
transportation. There is no likelihood, how- 
ever, that the Aldermen will touch the matter. 
They will not care to impose a tax which will 
produce but little money and which will 
cause great irritation and annoyance. 


GOLD BONDS NOT AUTHORIZED. 

The House of Representatives has refused 
to agree to the use of the word gold upon 
the face of the bonds sold by the government 
to the Belmont-Morgan syndicate, and th's 
disposes of the question. The bonds will be 
issued, though it is thought not improbable 
the Senate will advise the administration to 
cancel the contract, and the people of the 
United States will have to pay more than six- 
teen million dollars over and above the 
amount it would have been necessary to pay 
if Congress had been able to agree that the 
bonds should carry with them a specific 
pledge for their redemption in gold. The 
failure in the House, with the admitted un- 
willingness of the Senate to concur in the 
authorization requested by the President, is 
not calculated to increase foreign confidence 
in ultimate gold redemption, and may even 
have a deterrent effect upon some European 
investors who would have been willing to sell 
their gold for the bonds had not the question 
been raised in Congress with this result. 

Mr. Hopkins asked why President Cleve- 
land did not call the attention of the foreign 
capitalists to the fact that this country has 
a settled policy. Does he mean a policy of 
evasion, by which a large amount of gold 
shall be obtained now, and it be left open to 
those who are in power at some future time 
to say whether the bonds shall be redeemed 
with gold, silver, or paper? Surely the gen- 
tleman ought to understand that if there be 
any settled policy” in the financial situa- 
tion it is that the administration wants gold 
in exchange for its bonds, and will not con- 
sent to exchange them for silver coins. And 
is it not in the le of common honesty to be 
equaily specific in regard tothe payment of 
the debt as to the incurring of it? Supposing 
it to be true that the people who bought our 
bonds many years ago were content with a 
promise te redeem in coin.“ They under- 
stood that word coin to mean gold, since 
there were not enough silver coins to figure 
in the prospect, and if there had been more 
silver money its bullion value was so near the 
face value that no one would have thought of 
raising the question. The point made by 
those who did not want payment to be made 
in gold was that paper should be used for re- 
demption ; they did not propose a substitution 
of silver. Now the case is widely different. 
The silver coins are plentiful, their intrinsic 
value is less than half the amount named on 
their face, and there is a strong faction de- 
manding that an unlimited number of these 
silver coins shall be made the money of ulti- 
mate redemption. 

Ex-Speaker Reed made the telling point 
that ‘‘ urged on by an inexorable law we have 
thus far paid in gold or its equivalent,“ and 
added the statement ‘‘every man in this 
House believes that we shall do so in the fut- 
ure. If this be so why not be willing to say 
so in legal form and put the declaration on 
record? The officials of a bank would much 
rather take the written accnowledgment than 
the mere word of a businese-man that he owes 
money to their institution and agrees to pay 
under certain conditions as to amount and 
time. How can we expect a foreigner to rea- 
son differently with regard to our government 
indebtedness, knowing that the places of the 
mén in power when the debt is contracted 
will be occupied by an entirely different set 
of men when the time of payment arrives? 

Mr. Reed said truly that the bonds of the 
United States today “‘ ought to stand in the 

front rank of national bonds if honesty of ef. 
fort in payment of the same could count for 
anything in the history of the country.“ That 
they are not so rated is evident to any one 
who considers the terms on which the present 
issue of bonds has been sold, and who believes 
that the administration obtained the best 
terms possible under the circumstances. That 
extra % of 1 per cent interest compounded at 
3 per cent will amount to 354¢ cents on each 
dollar at compound interest in thirty years, 
This amounts to the same thing as saying that 
an indebtedness which would be worth $1 if 
agreed to be paid in gold is estimated to be 
worth only 64%¢ cents if the debtor be allowed 


to promise to pay in coin,” without specify. .

POPULISTS IN CONSPIRACY. 

A number of members of Congress whose 
moral sensitiveness is so much dulled that 
they are not ashamed to be called Populists 
have joined with some others jn making an 
address to the members of their party on 
the bond issue. Their plaint contains numer- 
ous allegations, most of them false, but the 
principal ones are that about thirty years ago 
a conspiracy was entered into between the 
gold gamblers of Europe and America to 
fasten upon the pedple of this country the 
burdens of perpetual debt, to strike down 
silver as a money metal, to deny to the people 
the use of Federal paper and silver, and to 
fasten upon this country the single gold stand- 
ard of Great Britain, and to delegate to thou- 
sands of banking corporations the sovereign 
control over the issue and volume of all sup- 
plemental paper currency. 

If any conspiracy of the kind were organ- 
ized thirty years ago it has failed so signally

of its purpose that it is not worth talking. 


about except asa matter of history. At the 
time the present Democratic administration 
assumed the (mis)direction of affairs the war 
debt of 1865 had been reduced by a little 
more than three-fourths, and there is every 
reason to believe the remainder soon would 
have been extinguished had Republican poli- 
cies continued to rule. There was practically 
no silver money in circulatica in this country 
at the time claimed as that for the conspir- 
acy and but a small annual production of 
silver, so that it is idle ta talk of an organized 
effort. to strike down silver as a money 
metal.

ions, of which 1,401 millions was in Federal 
paper and silver, this including 347 millions 
of greenbacks and nearly 490 millions of sil- 
ver certificates and Treasury notes, while the 
national bank notes only amount to about 9 
per cent of all the money and paper currency 
tabulated in the official report. As for the 
claim that an effort was to be made to 
fasten upon’ the country the single gold 
standard of Great Britain, the silverites 
theinselves are unwilling to admit that 
it has succeeded, as they insist that all the ob- 
ligations of the government are payable in 
coin,“ which they want to be understood to 
mean silver.“ The single gold standard 
had been the rule here before the war of the 
rebellion, and during that struggle it was uni- 
versally understood that all the indebtedness 
incurred was to be paid in gold. Otherwise 
the foreign part of it could not have been in- 
curred at all. Soin resuming on the gold 
basis at the beginning of 1879 we simply 
went back to first principles, honoring in 
gold our national indebtedness at the earliest 
moment it was deemed advisable to under- 
take it after the suspension caused by the war. 

The dishonest cranks who have issued the 
address talk about meeting “the issue, 
which: they allege to have been brought on by 
the ‘‘conspirators.”’ It is the Populists and 
free silver maniacs who have raised the issue. 
They are the real conspirators against the 
peace’and prosperity of the people and the 
honor of the Nation. They have done their 
worst to have the token half of our large 
volume of silver money and halt the buying 
power of the silver paper discredited at home 
and abroad, to force a pressure for gold un- 
dera fear that the token portion would be 
repudiated, and rendered it necessary for the 
government to borrow gold for the purpose 
of paying in honest money such of its due 
bills as may be presented with a demand for 
redemption.

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UNFAIR CRITICISM OF MR. CLEVELAND. 

Congressman Hopkins said in the debate on 
the bond resolution Thursday, referring to 
Mr. Cleveland’s latest message stating that 
sixteen millions could be saved if authority 
were given to sell gold bonds: 

The President penned this message not from 
patriotic purposes, but for politics and that alone. 
He wanted to throw the responsibility on Con- 
gress of making this loan negotiated by his for- 
mer law partner. I say for one, and 1 hope I 
speak for the entire Republican party and the 
great mass of the Democratic party, that I can- 
not be made particeps criminis to this attempt 
of the President to prostitute the financial stand- 
ing of this great country. 

Mr. Hopkins believed this to be so or he 
would not have said it, but he appears to be 
laboring under a serious misapprehension. 
There seems to be no reason to doubt the per- 
fect sincerity and good faith of the President. 
He has done nothing since he went into office 
which can be tortured into an attempt on his 
part “to prostitute the financial standing of 
the country.“ On the contrary he seems to 
have striven constantly, often under dis- 
couraging circumstances, to maintain it. 

if he had gone with the majority of his 
party. without making an effort to influence 
the views of its membersin the Senate or 
House, the purchase of silver would not have 
been stopted or the law under which it was 
bought would have been replaced by even 
more injurious legislation, and the country 
would be ona silver basis now. The Presi- 
dent has been so desirous to preserve the 
financial credit of the country that he has 
deen most bitterly denounced by the mem- 
bers of his own party. There was no politics 
in a course which had that result. 

Mr. Cleveiand is far from bemg infallible. 
It does not follow necessarily that what he 
asks to have done is the best thing that can be 
done. But there is no sufficient cause to im. 
pugn the henesty of his motives. The issues 
involved are so serious and bis own responsi- 
bility so great that such a charge as that of 
Mr. Hopkins should not be lightly made. 

The President has made repeated appeals 
to Congress to take some action to assure the 
stability of the currency and preserve the 


credit of the Nation. Congress has failed to 


act. That body has thréwn on him the 
responsibility and he has not hesitated to act.

REGULATING SURGEONS’ CHARGES. 

Senator Dwyer has introduced a bill provid- 
ing that the charge made for a surgical opera- 
tion, whether it be simple or complicated, 
shall not exceed a hundred dollars. He has 
read no doubt of the enormous sums charged 
by some surgeons for exploring the recesses 
of a man’s skull or his stomach—sometimes 
kilhng and sometimescuring him. He knows 
that only rich men cas afford to pay these 
high prices and that poor men are at a great 
disad vantage, unless they are fortunate enough 
to be cared for at a hospital. 

This is a benevolent idea on the part of the 
Senator. It is understood he is going to for 
low it up with a bill regulating the charges of 
dentists. At present it costs a great deal of 
money to get the services of the best opera- 
tors. The Senator thinks their skill should be 
at the service of the entire community and not 
merely of those who are able to pay fancy 
prices. 

We must not stop there, however, There 
are other professions which should be taken 
in hand. A law should be passed to regulate 
the charges of lawyers. It should provide 
that no man can collect more than a hundred 
dollars for saving a client from the gallows or 
a life term at Joliet. At present the charge 
is often a thousand dollars or more. As the 
Senator must see there is no excuse for this. 
The mere fact that a criminal has money is 
no reason why a lawyer should charge him an 
excessive sum for getting him clear. Lawyers 
may be said to be more subject to the Legis- 
lature than doctors are, for the former are sup- 
posed to be court officers. Once lawyers’ fees 
were regulated by some Legislatures. 

Then it is also a matter of notoriety that 
the rent of the most desirable houses and 
stores is greater than that of the less desira- 
ble ones. Unless a man has considerable 
money it is impossible for him to become the 
tenant of a fine dwelling in a fashiopable 
part of the city. He is compelled to go where 
the accommodations are not as good and the 
surroundings not as agreeable. This is often 
unpleasant for husbands and always so for 
wives. Why cannot the Senator introduce 
and put through a bill regulating house rents 
and providing that no person shall be asked 
more than three or four hundred dollars a 
year? If a surgeon cannot charge extra on 
account of his special! skill why should a land- 
lord be allowed to ask more for his house or 
store because of its excellent tocation? The 
Senator has a large field to labor in.

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PINCHING THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


The Committee on Appropriations of the 
Illinois House of Representatives has cut out 
of the emergency militia appropriation the 
item of $80,000 for new uniforms and equip- 
ments, and reduced by $30,000 the sum al- 
lowed for maintenance, armory rent, etc. 
It is claimed that the State Treasury is not 
flush and that economizimg must be done. 
But it isa grave question ‘whether that kind 
of economizing which cripp.es the National 
Guard is the kind the Legislature should 
favor. 

It was stated by the Adjutant- General 
that— ; 

The extra service has so worn out the uniforms 
of the guard, which in most cases were old, and 
the fact that over 4,000 of the troops are practi- 
cally without overcoats, makes an appropriation 
of at least $80,000 necessury to uniform and 
equip the guard for active duty, should their 
services be required, weekly drills, and encamp- 
ment duty early in July. It will require from 
thirty to sixty days to manufacture uniforms and 
overcoats, as they are not kept in stock. 

The bill under consideration calls for the above 
amount, which is absolutely necessary to pro- 
tect the honor of the State and preserve the offi- 
ciency of the IIlinois National Guard. 

This bill was introduced Jan. 18, and the delay 
in passing it is costing the State over $1,000 per 
month in interest, and it is a sote disappoint- 
ment to the 5,700 militiamen of the State, who 
believe their services for the last year entitle 
them to at least decent uniforms from the State 
whose laws they upheld during the most intense 
and widespread labor disturbances kuown to 
history. 

The correctness of these statements has 
not been denied. Therefore the Legislature 
will cubject itself to a great deal of unfriend- 
ly criticism if, as the result of failure to 
make this appropriation, the efficiency of the 
citizen soldiery of the Staté should be im- 
paired seriously. If it should become neces- 
sary to call out the militia next winter they 
may not feel like taking the field when they 
have no overcoats and they may not feel like 
buying them themselves. Certainly themem- 
bers of the National Guard will feel rather 
disheartened if after their admirable services 
last year they are treated thus scurvily. They 
will be inclined to believe that the labor 
demagogues who were denouncing them last 
year have a great deal of influence in tho 
Legislature and are using it for the purpose 
of breaking down the National Guard. 

The appropriations made by the Legislature 
will be scanned closely when the session 
comes to an end and the members will not 
hear the last of it if it is discovered that they 
have cut down the militia appropriation to 
have money to spend for a less creditable pur-

CIVIC FEDERATION TOWN TICKETS, 

There was a meeting of Ward Council Pres- 
idents of the Civic Federation night before 
last at which some of them talked doletully 
about the political prospects in their wards, 
They asserted that in some of them neither 
party would put up candidates such as any 
decent man would vote for. They alleged, 
possibly with truth, that the primary ma- 
chinery was in the hands of petty bosses who 
could and would dictate nominations. They 
said that some of the wards had been gerry- 
mandered by the committeemen, and that it 
was a waste of time for men who favored 
decent nominations to go near these packed 
and foreordained primaries. 

Therefore they recommended the selection of 
good independent men as business candidates 
and expressed the belief that the decent voters 
of the wards would support them. Some of 
the speakers went further. They slleged that 
the town machines were no more pure than the 
ward ones, and that the federation ought to 
nominate town tickets in North, South, and 
West Chicago at least. It was claimed that 
by the time election day came the federation 
would have 50,000 members in the city aud 
would be able to cut considerable of a figure. 

Generally speaking the less an organization 
whose objects, like those of the Civic Federa- 
tion, are the improvement of municipal gov- 
ernment hasto do with the direct nomina- 
tion of candidates for political offices the 
better. For such a course arouses, natuially, 
the intensest hostility of the politicians of 
both parties and they raise a hue and cry 
which has a great deal of effect among igno- 
rant voters that the people are being de- 
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prived of the right of nominating the men 
who are to represent them and that “a ring 
of high-toned office-hunters”’ is attacking the 
rights of the people. The result is the candi- 
dates of such an organization do not come 
within gunshot of election. Were the Civic 
Federation to nominate town tickets it has 
not the machinery for getting out the votes 
the regular parties have. It has no means of 
getting at the voters. Hence its candidates 
would make no showing and the federation 
would be discredited. 

On the other hand, when a number of men 
let it be known that they are going to act in 
unison and intend to pick out and vote for 
the best candidates on different tickets, if 
they show at the election that they really have 
the votes they claim to have and that the bal- 
ance of power is in their hand, then the poli- 
ticians will have a good deal of respect for 
them, and it is quite possible will make’ better 
nominations because of their desire to pla- 
cate a voting element which has shown itself 
to be a powerful one. The one thing which a 
professional politician has respect for is 
votes. A course which loses votes is in his 
opinion an immoral course, To act so as to 
gain votes ir to be virtuous aud to be happy. 
If it whould happen that the federation were 
to indorse half the candidates on each ticket, 
and ail those it indorsed were elected, the poli- 
tiolans would say this means business.“ 

So even in the wards it is better for the 
federation to refrain from putting up candi- 
dates where it can be helped. If both men 
are good it should indorse neither, but let the 
members vote as they please. 
date is good and the other bad it should in- 
dorse the good one. But where both are so 
objectionable that a decent man cannot vote 
for either without feeling that he has touched 
pitch and been defiled there is no reuson why 
the loca] organization should not nominate a 
decent man by the way of protest. It will be 
onlya protest, probably, for the chances will 
be greatly against his election. There are 
wards in this city a majority of whose voters 
seem to prefer Aldermen of great toughness 
and unquestioned dishonesty. 

The federation should use all the influence 
it can command tosecure the election of good 
men who will perform honestly and faithfully 
the duties imposed on them. But it will be 
most likely to use that influence to some pur-

SECURING THE CIRCULATION, 

In an article in the North American Review 
Mr. Henry W. Cannon, President of the 
Chase National Bank of New York City, 
makes the followmg important point: If 
provision be made for the retirement of the 
United States notes and Treasury notes of 
1890, leaving the responsibility for the re- 
demption of national bank notes to the banks 
themselves, the Treasury will have to con- 
tend with 337 million dollars of silver cer- 
tificates, representing standard silver dollars, 
and also will be compelled to keep the nearly 
58 millions of silver dollars now outstanding 
at par and interchangeable with gold. Should 
any of the bills recently offered in Congress 
providing for the issue of bank notes be passed, 
such notes might be redeemed in silver dollars, 
which are unlimited legal tender, the silver 
certificates being redeemable in this coin. 
Therefore it is plain that unless the Treasury 
maintains silver dollars and silver certificates 
on a gold basis, a large additional issue of 
bank notes might force us to a silver basis un- 
less the silver certificates and silver dollars be 
retired from circulation, in addition to the re- 
tirement of the United States notes and the 
Treasury notes. Mr. Cannon holds that the 
issuing of unsecured notes, making the note. 
holders preferred creditors, undoubtedly 
would disturb bank depositors, and might 
cause a very considerable contraction, as 
bank checks are the principal circulatmg 
medium of the country. In times of 
distrust these unsecured notes would be 
presented for redemption in such num- 
bers as to cause heavy runs, and this, 
in addition to the withdrawal of deposits, 
would cause great suspensions and sacrifices ; 
whereas holders of bank notes secured by 
United States bonds are not called upon to 
take any action during times of financial dis- 
tress. ‘‘ There is no good reason why unse- 
cured bank notes should be issued or retired 
more readily than secured notes. He adds 
that the paper which has been issued by the 
government is on a gold basis, and when sup- 
planted by bank notes they also must be 
maintained on a gold basis. This must be 
done even if we are compelled to make gacri- 
fices to provide the necessary amount of gold 
coin for this purpose. For whatever may 
be the opinion of the citizens of the United 
States in the matter, gold istoday the sole 
money of full debt-paying power among the 
principal civilized nations. 


— + - — 


Pror. Barnarp of the Lick Obseryatory 
has achieved the measurement of the four 
planetoids discovered in the early years of the 
present century, they being much the largest 
of those known. He finds Ceres to be the 
biggest of the lot, its diameter being about 
500 miles, while Vesta and Pallas have a 
diameter of 200 to 300 miles each. This is 
the first actual determination of the diameters 
of any of these little bodies, all previous state- 
ments being simply the results of estimates 
made from consideration of the amount of 
light they reflect. Also he has obtained some 
interesting results from careful watch- 
ing of the snow caps in the polar 
regions of Mars during the oppositions 
of 1892 and 1894, the planet being 
then near its least diatance from the earth. 
Measures made July 8, 1892, showed that 
the southern polar cap covered an area of 
some four miilion square miles, and by Nov. 
1 it had dw‘ ndled down to an area of some- 
thing like thirty thousand square miles. In 
1894 the cap diminished from an area of 
more than three millions to less than six thou- 
sand square miles between May 21 and Nov. 
11. In both years there was seen in exactly 
the same position on the planet a projecting 
strip of snow which was left behind as a slen- 
der, narrow white strip by the melting cap. 
This remained visible for a short time, and 
then disappeared without having changed its 
position. It seems evident that this phenom- 
enon must be due to the existence of a large 
range of mountains the snow on which re- 
mains some time after the melting of that in 
the valleys and plains below. Visual ob- 
servations point strongly and conclusively to 
the presence of an atmosphere on Mara. In- 
deed, the opposition just passed gave the best 
evidence yet obtained of an atmosphere sur- 
rounding the warrior planet.’’

There were from 250 to 300 persons pres- 
ent, all Samoans—many being chiefs—with 
the exception, perhaps, of a dozen white per- 
sons, mostly officials, in addition to his own 
family. The feast was spread in the afternoon 
at 4 o’clock zin the Samoan fashion. In all 
the preparations for these festivals, which in- 
volved great labor, he had the voluntary as- 
sistance of scores of Samoans, who were glad 
in this or any other way to manifest their 
affectionate regard for him. As is the custom 
in this country, a framework of poles was 
erected, for all the world like a grape arbor, 
and this was thickly roofed over, and part of 
the way down the sides, with cocoanut palms, 
the supporting poles being trimm with 
vines and palms. This arbor was 140 feet in 
length and 12 feet in width, reaching from 
near the front veranda down and off from the 
front of the house. The entire ground in the 
interior was thickly carpeted with banana 
leaves. Along the center the whole length, 
upon this verdant carpet, occupying 
half the width, was piled in one 
long heap, as is the native feshion. vast 
quantities of the delicacies so tempting to the 
Samoan appetite: cold roast pigs, chickens, 4 
and fish; each great or small pig had a mat 
of flowers spread over it; yams, taro, palusa- 
mi, sea biscuit, mangoes, pineapples, and co- 
coanuts by the hundreds—thousands, 
might say; countless tins of salmon, and 
many other such esteemed delicacies. On 
either side, on the banana leaves, the guests 
set in long rows, Turkish fashion, the high- 
est in rank toward the head, where Stevenson, 
the picture of gratification, sat with Mrs. 
Stevenson at his side, in his shirt sleeves and 
bare feet, as was his delight, with a wreath of 
small flowers around his reck. As each guest 
arrived an ula, or wreath of flowers and 
red berries, was hung about his neck, in ac- 
cord with the ways of this land of flowers. 
When one set of feasters had eaten it gave 
way to another, until perhaps twenty-five or 
thirty pigs and heaps of edibles had disap.

The Ubiquiteus Maiden Is a Modern Prod- 
uct=Sometimes Young and Fascinating 
- Well Versed in the Art of “Gush "~ 
Violets Her Distinguishing Fieser 
Stars Whe Have Been Liconized, Even | 
Bored=She Knows All the Unhappy Do- 
mestic History of the Players by Heart. 


Every one knows the matinée girl, but 
every one does not know the same matinée 


irl. 

She has distinctive features as a class, but, 
like all classes, itis made up of individuals 
with varying characteristics. She is a product 
of this generation, and almost of this decade, 
for matinées were unknown in the days of 
our grandparents, and the intermediate gen- 
eration was devoted to developing the mati- 
née girl. She did not. grow up, like a mush- 
room, in g night. She is the fine product of 
a great generation of theatergoers. 


There is no mistaking her when you meet 
her on the street Wednesday or Saturday. 

She is young, but she often gets over that 
long before she gets over being a matinée 
girl. She is often pretty, though that doesn’t 


follow. 

Sometimes she is so fascinating that you 
wonder the actor across the footlights doesn’t , 
see her and applaud her in his excitemeat. 
Yet sometimes, too, she’s so plain that you 
marvel that the box office man was willing to 
sellher a seat and spoil the looks of the 
house. 

Emotionally, she is as varied as her appear 
ance. Usually it is understood that she is a 
gusher. Sometimes she is, and occasionally 
she is not, although students of matinée audi- 
ences feel quite justified in resenting it when 
a matinée girl controls herself. There is a 

neral impression that such people ought to 
— obliged to go to the evening performances, 
for a calm exterior is something a real mati- 
née girl resents with all her little heart. It 
seems to her that a person has absolutely no 
right to go to the matinée unless she can 
rsonage in a block of 
seats chills the atmosphere as ice does the re- 


frigerator. 


The matinée girl in ak her giory is young. 
She loves a matinée with ite chaperoniess 
state, and there is little she will not sacrifice 
to enjoy the bliss of being at the play with no 
careful mamma or papa to watch every ex- 
pression of her face and hear every word she 
utters. True happiness for her comes from a 
perfectly free day with a lunch with some 
more mafinée girls and such perfectly lovely 
untrammeled conversation about her idols, 
the actors! A good time to watch the mati- 
née girl is when some actor like E. H. Soth- 
ern or Henry Miller is in town, or when Julia 
Marlowe is here. 

The scene at the play is then worth study- 
ing, the audience as interesting as the stage. 
Every girl of them has on her prettiest 
street frock, two-thirds of them have big hats 
—they are so much more becoming to the 
fair young faces than vonnets could be—and 
2 of violets are the true badge of the 
class. 


It is difficult to exactiy analyze the pleasure 
of the matinée girl. She loves to laugh, and 
just dotes on crying; yet she rarely cares for 
an unsuccessful show—the crowd, the sympa- 
thetic emotion of all those about her, seem- 
ing to be more than half the secret of her 
pleasure. The balance is purely personal, 
She looks upon the actor with personal eyes, 
and sees the man or the woman. Perhaps it 
is the force of budding emotions that makes 
her burst iato admiration for the artist, and 
try to give an individual expression to her 
feelings. 

Be that as it may. the matinée girl after the 
play is rather different from the matinée girl 
before the play, and if there was no kiesing at 
meeting, there is plenty at 2 the 
play is emotional. Pent- up feeling has wiped 
away knowledge, and, for awhile, the Boston 
girl is just like any other girl. 

A good, generous half of the cause of the

The chafing dish is the fashion of the hour, 
extending to all classes of society, and a fad 
which will grow into a practical institution of 
the cuisine, in even the humblest housebold. 


Five years ago the average individual hard- 


ly knew what a ‘chafing dish was, but now in 
many a small apartment are known full well 
the joys of savory suppers served informally 
and gayly from the bright and cheerful nickel 
chafer that may be bought anywhere for $2

or $3, and which has become in more ways 
than one a precious boon to the light and 
economical ‘housekeeper, 


Like all new things this popular utensil is 
oki—very old, in fact—for it is said that in the 
early Grecian days the women cooked in a 
sort of a pan, beneath which burned a pot of 
oil, and the children of Israel made tooth- 
some the locusts of the desert in a similar 
manner. 

It was a common utensil with the Assyrians 
and the Phonicians, accordmg to history, 
and from the excavation of Pompeii we learn 
that the early Romans used it extensively, the 
dishes and lamps being made of bronze, with 
much enrichment, after the fashion of the 
age. The lamps were filled witli olive oil, 
Mr yee? was smokeless and hada not unpleas- 
an or. 


All of which goes%to prove how classical a 
thing our Welsh rarebits are made in. 
present form, however, comes down to us 
with modern patent appliances from the 
French, with whom, during the reigns of the 
later Louises and throughout the first em- 
pire, it was a very fashionable addition to the 
dinner table. Mme. de Staél is said to 
have been celebrated for her breWing of 
toothsome mixtures in her little silver skillet, 
which she took into exile with her when the 
relentless Napoleon banished her from the 
gay capital. 

uis XVI. was also a.devotee of this 
branch of culinary art, and would fairly gorge 
himself on the dainties his favorite chef 
would concoct for him in his royal presence. 

Society women nowadays deem it one of 
their accomplishments to be well up in chafing 
dish art, and to serve from their silver stew- 
pans no end of delicious and indigestible 
dainties. 

Mrs. George Gould makes a most delicious 
rarebit, and she is fond of having late little 
suppers at Lakewood, with a few genial 
friends about the chafing dish. 

Mrs. John Jacob Astor is an adept also, 
and has along list of strange French dishes, 
beside the rarebit, that she creates in her elab- 
orate skillet at Rhinebeck-on-the-Hudson. 


What stands for a fashionable fad with so- 
ciety is economy with poorer people and the 
chatting dish had to come in the order of 
th.ngs after the apartment house. 

The daintiest of breakfasts and suppers can 
be prepared over the little lamp, and even din- 
ners are in line, no end of expense in coal be- 
ing saved thereby, not to mention hard work 
and untidiness. 

To the bread-winning girl-bachelor who has 
her own little apartments, the chafing dish is 
one of the great biessings of life. She gets 
her dinner down-town or wherever she may 
be, and then has nice tempting little suppers 
and cozy breakfasts at home over her little 
lamp, with some other girl bachelor, who 
keeps house with her. 

Here are some savory recipes, easily made 
by the merest novice in any ordinary chafing 

ish: 

First of all, the Welsh rarebit, which re- 
quires for four people a pound and a half of 
eheese—cream cheese in no way strong—a 
tablespoonful of butter, a teaspoonful of dry 
mustard, a pinch of salt, a sprinkling of cay- 
enne, two eggs beaten well, and half a pint 
of clear ale, together with about eight slices 
of dry toast. ut the butter into the chafing 
dish; when nearly melred add the cheese cut 
fine, the mustard, salt, and ¢ayenne; stir 
constantly, and add the eggs when the e 
is nearly melted, and the ale slowly, to pre- 
vent burning. Serve hot on the toast. Some 
people prefer cream in place of the ale, and 
the eggs may be omitted, although the rarebit 
is said to be less indigestible with them. 

Beefsteak ala mode: Take a pound of 
beefsteak, cut about an inch thick, two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, three slices of lemon, a 
gill of stock or a gill of vort wine. Put the 
butter in the chafing dish with two slices of 
lemon; when melted add the steak and cook 
slowly eight or ten minutes; then pour over 
it the stock or port as preferred. 

Chicken croquettes: Take four cups of 
minced chicken, one cupof bread crumbs, 
three eggs, and a little drawn or melted but- 
ter. Roll the chicken, bread crumbs, eggs, 
seasoning, and enough drawn butter to 
moisten the mixture into pear-shaped balls. 
Dip these into beaten eggs and bread crumbs; 
put into the chafing dish and fry brown. 

S weet breads: ake several  sweetbreads,
